Seventy Applieafits for tlie Privilf ge 
of Catting Timber From 
Yukon Limits. 



Kights to Dredge on Klondike 
Streams Also in Demand— £iu- 
ley Team Officers. 



Bkhlin, Jan. 25.— Addressing the 
members of tbe budget comnaittee to- 
day Baron von Bulow; minister for for- 
eign afl'airs, referred at length to China. 
He aaid the negotiations now concluded 
had resulted lirat in the Governor of 
Shantung being removed and forever de- 
barred from holding high ofiices. Six 
high ofiScials named by Germany had 
also been removed and panished, and 
proceedings bad been instituted for the 
punishment of the actual perpetrators 
of the crime. 

2nd. China bad promised to pay 3,000 
taela for tbe material loss of the mission. 

3rd. As atonement for the death of 
the missionaries, tliree churches were 
to bo erected, each provided with an 
imperial table, ahewingtliem to be un- 
der the protection of the Chinese em- 
peror; one at Tsinnig, another at Taao- 
chouru, and a third at the place where 
the murders were committed, China 
grants (it!, 000 taela for each cliurch and 
free sites. Another 21,000 taels is as- 
signed for the building to secure a resi- 
dence for the Catholic prefecture atTsao- 
cliourn. 

4th. A special edict ia iaaued for the 
proier-tion of the missionaries. " Chi- 
na," Baron von Bulow explained, " has 
thus complied with all our demands. 
Bishop Anzer regards the imperial pro- 
tection tablets as extremely advantage- 
ous. The privilege is rarely accorded, 
and will considerably heighten the pres- 
tijie of the Catholic missionarieB in the 
ciee of the Chinese." 

The German government believes it 
lias done all that is neceaeary for the 
l)reveution of further outrages. The 
Ijeat guarantees, however, are tiie per- 
manent presence, under the treaty, of a 
German man-of-war and a garrison at 
Iviaochou, by which it is expected the 
authorities and the population of China 
will not again forget that no wrong done 
to German subjects will be allowed to 
pass unpunished. 

SFOKAKB BLOCK BDBNED. , 

Destruction of a Lodging House and Several 
Lives Ttiought to Be Lost. 

Spokane, Jan. 25. — A fire in which the 
loss will run to .'f400,000 worth of prop- 
erty and five lives, took place last night. 
Tlio Great Juistern block, corner of Post 
and Biverside avenue, six stories in 
height, caught fire 11 :4& p.m. In three 
hours it was totally demolished, Tbe 
two upper floors and part of the third 
floor were used for lodging purposes, aod 
150 people were asleep when the fire 
started. While most of them escaped 
with only tlieir clothes, it ia thought a 
number perished. Tlie last out of the 
upper stories report forms lying in the 
halls and women slirieking in the flames. 

CHICAGO SNOWED IN. 

The Worst Storm in Years Reported From 
Illinois and West. 

CiiicAGO, Jan. 24. — The snow storm of 
last night was the worst in thia city for 
yeara. The greatest damage waa caused 
by the breaking down of the telephone 
and telegraph wires. The police system 
waa badly Gripped, and there waa much 
trouble with the city fire alarm system. 
The street car service was totally sus- 
pended on some of the lines. Snow 
plows and sweepers were kept going all 
night. 

CiiicvENNE, Wyoming, Jan. 24.— A 
severe storm ia in progress in eoutherii 
Wyoming and several inches of anowhas 
fallen. No damage to stock is feared, as 
the temperature is not low. 

The "Maine." Reaches Havana. 
Havana, Jan. 25.— Shortly after the 
arrival here of the Maine, Lieutenant 
Alberto Metirano, representing the 
captain of the port. Admiral Joseph 
Pastor, visited the U. S. battleship an<l 
extended the cuatomnry courtesies. The 
arrival of the warsl ip caused much sur- 
prise and excited considerable curiosity. 

London Broker Falls. 
London, Jan. 25,— The failure of Rich- 
a-d Benny Smith, stock broker, waa an- 
nounced to day.

Ottawa, Jan. 25.— This was' the last 
day for receiving tenders at the interior 

department for the privilege of cutting 
timber ou limits of f3ve Ecjuare miles 
eacti in the Yukon district. Altliougti 
the government gave very short notice, a 
large number of tenders were received 
for permits to dredge on tbe Yukon and 
tributary streams, including the Pelly, 
Stewart, Klondike and o'hers. 

A deputation of Ontario fruit growers 
interviewed Jlr. Fisher to-day and urged 
the government to prohibit the importa- 
tion of nursery stock and American- 
grown fruit at once to prevent (xirther 
ravages of the San Jose scale. The min- 
ister said his department would cor- 
dially co-operate with the fruit growers ; 
but pointed out that the United States 
law just passed prohibiting the exporta- 
tion of nursery stock would materially 
ftasist Canadian fruit erowers. 

Militia otlicers who are shooting men 
are commencing to speculate on the 
command and adjutancy of next year's 
Bisley team. This year, a Quebec or 
Maritime Province man will get the 
command, as Ontario had it last year. 
If a Qnebec man is chosen to command 
tbe adjutancy will eo to Captain Smith, 
of the St. John Rifles. If a lower prov- 
ince man secures the command then 
Captain Helmer, of the Forty-ttiird 
Battalion, Ottawa, stands a good show 
for the adjutancy. 

MR. GREENWAY'S SCHEME. 

He Will Have to Modify His Plans and 
Have His Rival Koad Run Tlirouuli 
Canadian Territory. 

Wi.\Nii>EO, Jan. '25. — (Special)— The 
Tribune intimated editorially this even- 
ing that owing to strong Eastern oppo- 
sition to hia Duluth railway project. 
Premier Greenway would probably cou- 
Btruot the line entirely through Cana- 
dian territory, and endeavor to secure 
assistance from the Dominion and On- 
tario governments. Premier Greenway, 
interviewedlto-night, said the paper had 
not been authorized to make the state- 
ment and no oflicial announcement re- 
garding the railway would be made until 
the meeting of the legislature, which 
would probably be in March. 

N E WFOUNDLAND SHIPPIKG. 

Newcastle Ship Puts In in Distress— A Glas- 
gow Sealer— The Parkmore. 

St. John's, Nfld., Jan.24.— The steam- 
er Picton, Captain Payne, 22 days from 
Newcastle, England, for Newport News, 
in ballast, arrived here to-day with her 
main ateampipe burst. She reporta meet- 
ing very severe weather, A quantity of 
ballaat on deck broke adrift and nearly 
caused her to founder. S.^e met a large 
ice floe about 150 miles off the coast. 

The steamer Algerian has arrived here- 
from Glasanw, via Liverpool, to prose- 
cute seal fishing. 

The departure of the steamei Park- 
more, Captain Evans, will be poatpoueiL 
several days longer for repairs to her 
bulKheadB. 

The worst Fnowstorm in years is ni w 
raging in this section ; it is Btoi)pii,L' 
trains, lilockine the coast with ice and 
preventing all navigation. A whole

port.

MR. LANDOR IN THIBET. 



Municipal Improvements Outlined by the How He Has Acquired. InUmati'KnewledgO 
Mayor-More Licenses Authorized. o' Some of the Native Customs. 



Vancouver, Jan. 25. — It has been de- 
cided to hold a poultry and dog show in 
Vancouver next inontli. 

The first regular meeting of the city 
council took place laet night. The May- 
or's addresB was fall of interest. Shoald 
hia wishes be carried out the drainage 
Byateiii will bo extended. At present 
only SOO acres are beini; drained. A 
new water iniuu will be constructed for 
the upper levels of the city, where the 
pressure for tire purpoaea ia uot what is 
desired. I'^nglish bay will bo cleared for 
bathing purposes and Vancouver will 
have another public park, probably 
Ciuubio street jjrouuds. The present 
Ijcknp being a disgrace to the city, a 
new one will be built or the old city hall 
utilized. Very active measures will be 
taken for the Klondike rush. The only 
other matter of interest that came np at 
the meetintr was a discussion as to the 
safety of the new city hall for public 
nuetiags. It ia probable that the floor 
of the ball will be tested. 

The Vancouver Board of Trade met to 
day to endorse the action of the Victoria 
board in sending a despatch to the Hon. 
Clillbrd Sifton stating that the interesta 
of Canadian trade demand the closing of 
the pass at the head of Lynn Canal un- 
til satisfactorv regulationa are actually 
in the United States officers' hands at 
Dyea and Skaeway. 

A private cable received here yester- 
day "was to the ellect that the London 
market is not at present in good condi' 
tion for floating mining schemes. 

The license commiBsioners have dc' 
cldcd to increase the number of licenees 
rom 40 to 45. 



THE DAIRYMEN'S MEETING. 

Complaint .of Tardy Action on Part of Doni- 
iDion Giovernment— Election of 
Officers. 

Westminster, Jan. 25. — ^The Provin- 
cial Dairymen held their annual meet- 
ing yesterday. Opinion was freely ex 
pressed that the Dominion government 
had treated the dairymen of the prov 
ince very unfairly in not sending ex 
perts to them at their request. The 
financial statement showed a credit of 
$201.70. Several interpatiDg papers 
were read. The followine ofiicerB were 
elected: President, Mr. A. 0. Wells; 
vice-president, Mr. J. T. Oollins, eecre 
tary-treaaurer, Mr. G. H. Hadwen ; 
directors, Messrs. H. F. Page, T. Kidd,

LORD NEVILLE'S DISURACE. 

In a Bow Street Court to Answer to 
Charge of Fraud oh a Confiding 
Youth. 

London, Jan. 25. — Lord Neville, who 
has been contlned in an ordinary cell at 
the Bow Street police station, was 
brought up in the extradition court at 
Bow Street yesterday. He fidgetted un 
easily and seemed on the point of break- 
ing down in tears. Mr. Horace Avery 
prosecuted on behalf of the treasury, and 
Sir George Lewis appeared for the de 
fence. Mr. Avery read the charges, 
which were practically a repetition of 
the testimony presented during the suit 
against Mr. Clay to recover the sum of 
XL1,113, due on two promisory notes 
signed by Clarke, whose signature ia al- 
leged to have been obtained by Lord 
Neville through fraudulent repreeenta 
tions. Counsel added that Mr. Clay's 
statement made at that time remained 
uncontradicted. Lord Neville failing to 
appear. 

Sir (.leorge Liwis interrupted Mr. 
Avery at this point, remarking, " How 
could he when he was uot called up. 
He waa willing and t'iiger to testify." 

Mr. Avery contended that the cU'enre 
.•'mounted to forgery and aaeorted that it, 
was a caupp of deliberate and gross fraud 
perpetrated by this person on a gentle 
man 25 years his junior. Mr. Clay 
identified the notes and letters. 

Before the adjournment Sir George 
Lewis insisted upon making a statement 
He said that in the Clay trial Lord 
Neville waa not called. Now be would 
be put in the dock afteir a long illneea. 
When he heard that proceedings were to 
be instituted against him Lord Neville 
had hurriel back to England and sur- 
rendered. Counsel also said that Lord 
Neville demanded that the case be heard 
at the earliest possible moment. 

" The hearing of the case was adjourn- 
ed for a week, the prisoner being admit- 
ted to bail in .i;2,000, furniehed by hie 
brother, Henry, and hia brother-in-law, 
Lieut. -Colonel Hon. Charlee Hardy, son 
of the lirst Earl of Cranbrook. The 
actual char;;o against Lord Neville is 
having procured the signature of 
Spencer Clay to two notes for .C8,00(l 
and £3,000 respectively by false repre- 
pentations, relative to the nature of the 
documents signed by Mr. Olay.

The Rangoon Gazette prints the fol- 
lowing respecting the trying experiences, 
already reported, of; Mr. Walter Savage 
Landor in Thibet: 

" Considering the remarkable suffer- 
ing through which he passed, Mr. Lan- 
dor does not present very marked indi- 
cations of .bis terrible experiences at 
lirst sight. He finds some difficulty in 
walking, the bridge of bis noee bears 
slight Bcars-wbere the instruments used 
iu the hot iron torture left marks, but 
in reality the inhuman treatment he re- 
ceived at the hands of Thibetans pro- 
duced effects which there is only too 
much reason to fear may prove lasting. 
The sight of the left eye for the present 
is almost entirely gone. The most scri- 
oua injury is that sustained by the 
spine, which, so far, shows little sign of 
improvement, in spite of the long rest 
atAlmora. Mr. Landor is still hopeful 
by aid of the medical skill which will be 
available when he reaches lOngland that 
he may be restored to some decree of 
health, but can at best only look for- 
ward to recaining his former vigor iu a 
partial measure, and his present condi- 
tion gives his friends no little auxioty. 

" Considering the duration and inten- 
sity of his euffering it is marvellous be 
Bbould have recovered aa much as he has 
done already. A photograph taken ns 
Boon as he was teacued from the Thibet- 
ans by a party sent to hia aid by the 
government of India tells more clearly 
than any words can do the extent to 
which he was tried. The portrait looks 
like that of an old man of sixty ; the face 
is haggard and drawn and scored by deep 
lines and the marks of the burns can be 
traced far more c'.early than now. Hia 
experience on the stretching loe, on 
which he was placed for twenty-hours 
without relief, alone would be sufficient 
to put an end to the existence of most 
men. As it was it has dangerously in- 
jured hia spine and left scars on his 
hands and ankles which he will prob- 
ably never lose. He ascribes his survival 
ofj^this particular cruelty to the excep- 
tional suppleness of hia frame which 
enabled him to live through tor- 
ture which generally proves fatal. 
But this waa hardly the worat of 
his experiences, for he was twice taken 
to the execution ground and coin pulled 
to endure the agony of momentarily ex- 
pecting decapitation. Semi-starvation, 
too, formed a feature of his trials, for his 
captors only fed him once in three days, 
and throughout hia journey his bopply 
of provisions was extremely scanty. 
Extremes of heat and cold tried him 
severely, for the Ttiibeti»ns loft him with 
nothinii to wear but a few ragged gar- 
ments wholly insufficient to shield him 
from the rigors of the climate. Mr. 
Landor, being under a pledge to give the 
London Daily Mail the benefit of the 
first detailed account of his adventures, 
is naturally unable to make public at 
present the story of his journey, 

"Luckily enough a series of unique 
photographs was saved, and a number of 
maps and records of surveys wiiich when 
published will add much to our knowl- 
edge of a portion of Southern Thibet 
which hitherto hag been a terra incog 
nita. 

" With the exception that he failed to 
penetrate Lhaeaa, Mr. Landor has prac 
tically accomplished all he set himself to 
do whon he started on his perilous en 
terprise. He traversed a region hitherto 
untrodden by white men. AH previous 
explorers who entered Thibet from India 
have eone either by the way of Leh or 
Darjeeling. Mr. Landor, in selecting 
Almora route, chose to enter the couu 
try in an entirely new direction. Mr. 
Landor wishes the public to auspend 
judgment upon his remarkable story un 
til the whole of the facta are made 
known. He did not enter Thibet with 
any desire to seek notoriety, but 
went purely in the interests of 
geographical research, and his cap 
tiire and eubsi f] leiit ill-treatment 
were simply seiieiilioii:U incideuta 
ol hie wanderings which could not well 
have been foreseen. The Koverninent of 
Iridiii were acciuainted with hia inlun- 
tiona before ho started, and independ- 
ent in<) n iries since made by the govern- 
ment utficials on the borders of Thibet 
amply substantiate the truth of his 
story aa to bis ill-treatment. 

The Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Northwestern provinces has fully in- 
vestigated matters and satisfied himself 
as to the absolute correctness of Mr. 
Landor'a statement. The Almora of- 
ficials hurried across the pass to rescue 
him from the Thibetans who were es- 
corMoe him from bis place of imprison- 
ment to the frontier, and who showed a 
great dieinclination to give him up at 
all. They brought him aappliea of 
restoratives and warm clothing, and ar- 
rived just when he was beginning to 
despair of pulling thrcnigh.— liangoon 
Gazette. 



; CANADA VEEY GEMEROUS.

FKOM KANSAS TO CANADA. 

A Large Number of Farmers Preparing to 
Remove in a Body. 

WicniTA, Kansas, Jan. 25.— For a 
week or more agents of the Dominion 
government and Canadian railways 
have been working in the country sur- 
rounding this city in the endeavor to in- 
duce immigration to the districts of 
Saskatchewan, Alberta and Assiniboia, 
in the Canadian Northwest. A number 
of meetings have been held, and at one 
in this city last evening a club of 
farmers,, numbering ICO, was 
ganized with a view of planting 
a colony in that country. The 
majority of the members are farmers 
financially able to make the journey and 
have enough to start in the new coun- 
try. Many of them have met witii a 
fair degree of success in Kansas, while 
others of them have failed and are now 
peeking to recover lost ground. Cyrue 
Sullivan was elected president, and a 
complete organization will be formed 
Representatives will then be sent to the 
Northwest to report, and if a satisfactory 
report is received a colony will be formed 
The government agrees to offer trans- 
portation to settlers, admission of their 
goods free of duty, and a free homestead 
of IGO acres of land. 



RELNDEEK AT SEA. 

Great Mortality in a Herd Shipped as a 
Commerciijl Speculation. 

Ni:w "i'oiiic, Jan. 21.— Seventeen rein- 
deer were executed by hanaing on the 
voyage from Hamburg on the British 
steamer Glanton, which reached here 
after a tempestuous voyage of 14 days. 
The rolling ship was their executioner. 
Fifteen others survived the trip, but one 
of them has a broken knee cap, which 
has been rudely bound in splints:' 

The fifteen are all that are left of a 
herd of 40 reindeer started from a small 
village in Finland a month ago, destin- 
ed for a journey of more than 10,000 
miles to the Klondike region. They were 
purchased by an old Klondiker, who be- 
lieved there waa money in sliii)i)ing rein- 
deer to the land of gold as beaats of 
burden. 

Tlie Glanton was the only vessel that 
could be secured to ship the aiiirr">la to. 
Now York. It has no stalls for cattle/ 
and the reindeer were tied to stanchiontj'. 
The Glanton steamed out of HambtiA'g 
on January 7 in a gab, which rolled tfhe 
ship like a barrel. 

Two of the reindeer had their nfficks 
dislocated before they had been olht of 
port three hours, and the next day JJiree 
others were executed in the same, man- 
ner. The fifth day brought a gaUa from 
the westward which speedily prjijduced 
five more dead reindeer. In i]t^Q „^ip 
last Thursday six more were kilfQ,i nnd 
the Iprs of three of these were fi-actured 
in half a dozen places. 



ST. LOUIS BLEVATOB BDEHED. 

Tliree MilUon Bushels of Grain Gone Be- 
sides Cars and Bulldines. 

St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 25. — The Union 
Elevator at East St. Louis was burned 
to-night with its contents, about 

'3,000,000 bushels of grain, the greater 

portion of which was corn. Eigbty-flve 
cars loaded with corn were also con- 
sumed, as well as the Chicago, Burling- 
ton it Quincy freight house adjoining 
the elevator. Numerous cottages to the 
e\8t of the elevator were alao burned. 
The total loss will be very heavy.

THEY BUY IN VICTORIA. 

It ia to be presumed that a great cor 
poration like the Alaska Commercial 
Company, before placing an order for 
Bupplies, takes good care to ascertaio 
the facte about pricea and quality of 
goods. We have the beat poaaible ground 
for thinking this an important teat of 
where to buy, because one of the reasona 
pat forth in the interest of Seattle, in a 
circular recently issued by the Great 
Northern Railway Company, wliy people 
should outfit for tha Yukon in Seattle, 
is that the Alaska Commercial Oompany 
buys its goods there. 

The Colonist ia in a position to state 
upon the beat possible authority that, bo 
far from its being true that the Alaska 
Commercial Company buys its goods for 
the Canadian Yukon in Seattle or any- 
where else in the United States, that 
company has within the last few days 
placed orders in Victoria for goods ag- 
gregating in value something in the 
neiehborhood of two hundred thousand 
dollars. 

We direct the attention of miners 
every A-here to this important fact. The 
Alaska Commercial Company is a 
United States corporation and hence 
would not be likely to select Victoria as 
a place to buy goods if it were not ad- 
vantageous to buy them here. The goods 
carried by the Victoria merchants must 
be of j^ood <iuality and satisfactory in 
price or the company would not buy 
them. This company has had a long 
and extensive experience in the North- 
ern field. - It bought a large amount of 
goods in this city last year, and this 
year its order ia larger than ever. 

Can minera aak any better proof than 
this of tiie advantage of buying Rooda in 
this city? In the face of sucli a fact p.a 
tliia, whatis the use ot the people ot 
Seattle and the press of that city setting 
up the cry that individual miners are 
unwise if" they buy their outfiia here? 
If it is true that our merchants buy sev- 
enty per cent, of their goods in the Uni- 
ted'statea, as the Northern Pacific folder 
falsely allenes, why did not the Alaska 
Commprcial Company buy its goods in 
the United States? If it ia true that a 
man who buys Canadian goods must pay 
the duties on them under any circum- 
atances, why did this experienced com- 
pany buy them? These are some nuts 
for the Seattle toutora to crat-k. Theee 
are some queatioua for miners coming 
from the United States to ponder over. 
Men who stop to think will see in the 
light cast upon the question by the ac- 
tion of this company, why the people of 
the Sound cities are employing every 
agency, legitimate and illegitimate, to 
persuade people not to come to Victoria. 

EXCLUSION OF ALIENS. 

Undoubtedly if the Dominion govern- 
munl would alter the mining regulations 
BO aa to prohibit any one, except British 
subjects or those who have declared their 
intention of becoming such, to take out 
mining Ucenaes in the Northwest, the 
act would be well received throughout 
the country. This ia not because the 
people feel any hostility against their 
neighbors, but because they are not be- 
iiii: fiiirly dealt with by the United States 
government . The impreaaion which the 
country got from what transpired at 
Washington, when Hon. Mr. SIfton.WBB 
there, was that all obstacles in the way 
of traffic into the Yukon would be speed- 
ily removed. They have not been re- 
moved. On the contrsiry they aio being 
juiide more onerous constantly. It aoeme 
necoBBiiry, therefore, that Canada shculd 
take flome step which will preserve to 



horown people the trade and the woelth 
to be developed in the Yukon coun- 
try, lu urgii)g that aliens shall be 
excluded from participation in the 
advantages of our great mineral deposits, 
the advocates of : . such • a •. poUoy 
have the example 6f- the United. Siatea 
before them. They find the naines of 
Alaska, lying adjiiRout to the mines of 
the Yukon, closed to every one except 
United States citi:',ens. It will not lie in 
the mouths of our neigjibora to accuse 
us of unfriendlineasif we cloae our mines 
to any but British Bubj^ots. 

It has been said that such a courte 
would be- unfair because the Yukon 
minea were brought to the knowledge cf 
tlfo world by United States citizens. 
We do not Bee what this has to do with 
tlio case, even If it were true. The fc ct 
that an American citizen went into the 
Yukon anddiacomed a gold mine there 
mii^fbt give him some fight to it, but it 
certainly gives no' right to any other 
American Liitizen. iXor ia it reasouable 
to say that becauae wo have permitted 
aliens to hold claims in the Yukon here- 
tofore that we should permit others to do 
50 hereafter. It wonld be unfair to can 
eel any righta now exercised by aliens 
by reason of their discoveries under the 
lawB as they now exist. We must deal 
fairly by tho80 people who have 
como into the country and acted 
upon our laws in gocid faith; but this 
etjuitable eoosideration which ought 
to be extended to aliens now in the 
country, cannot by any process of rea 
aonicg be claimed for those who ahal 
como into the country hereafter. We 
concede that to exclude aliens will tem- 
porarily retard the development of the 
Yukon, for the great majority of those 
who have their faces turned in that di 
rection are aliens. But the country can 
afford to wait until, British subjects de' 
velop the resources of the Golden North. 

In view of the exceedingly hoggish 
disposition shown by the government cf 
the United States in regard to the Alaa 
kan gold mines, and in view of the es- 
tretae unneighborlinesa evinced by it in 
regard to the extension of facilities fc r 
transportation across the so-caUed Alas 
kan atrip, we think the Dominion gov- 
ernment would be fully warranted in 
closing the country co aliens altogether, 
BO far aa lelatea to the holding of mining 
leases. 



PL AC EH MINES. 



At present n person who takes up a 
quartz claim can, after having expended 
■toOO, receive a crown grant; but no mat 
ter how much money he may expend, he 
cannot (fot a crown grant to a placir 
claim. Ho must spend .^1,000 every year 
that lie ia in occupation, and pay ^50 
into the revenue yearly. Placer miners 
think this is not fair play, and we un 
dorstand that a request will be made to 
the provincial government to put both 
claafies^f mines upon the same footing 
in respect to the obtaining of a crown 
grant and the payment of royalty. 

We have not looked into the matter, 
but on the face of it the request setiiie 
to be reasonable. Possibly there may 
be some good objection .to the change ; 
but those who are urging it say that the 
only reason, the matter haa not been dealt 
with as Buggeated ia that the attention 
of the government has not been drawn 
to it. We only apeak of the matter to- 
day for the purpose of directing notii e 
to it in order that, if there are ai y 
reasons why the law should not be 
changed op suggested, they may be made 
public. 

Wb cannot nnderatand why the Do- 
minion government persists in refusing 
to bear even a portion of the 
cost of maintaining the lazar- 
etto at Darcoy island. It ia 
true that the mninteiianco of tlie lazar- 
etto at Tracadio, N.B., was a i)art of the 
agreement made at the time of confed- 
eration and hence cannot be cited aa a 
precedent for the assumption of auch a 
charge by the Dominion after confedera- 
tion; but it seems unjust that one leper 
station should bo maintained by this 
city, svhile the other is maintained by 
the Doniiiiion, both being not for the 
benefit of any particular locality, but for 
that of the community at large. 



A toNTKMi'oi'.Aitv refers to a public 
man as liaviiiK the "courage of his con- 
victions."

The effort of the Times to poae as a 
martyr, bound and gagged by a wicked 
pruBccuticn, would be funny, if it were 
notsad. There is something supremely 
ridiculous in a newspaper howling day 
after day that ita mquth is closed. But 
there is a aad side to the casoi^'becaune it 
implies that some people, claiming to 
represent the rights of the press in this 
country, have a very limited conception 
of what thoao righta are. We tell the 
Times that it ia the law of this land that 
it may every day from now nntil the 
crick of doom proclaim its innocence of 
the libel with whicliit has been charged, 
and that there ia no power under ttie 
sua that can prevent it from so doing. 
If the Times haa beeu advised otherwise, 
it haa been wrongly advised. This right 
ie, of course, exercised by a paper at its 
peril. If, after having printed a libel, a 
newspaper eball harp apon it, thereby 
aggravating its original ofTence, the 
court, in the event of acoiiviction, would 
doubtlees coaaider this iiKi^ravation 
when imposing a sentence, but in no 
other way, shape, manner or form could 
a court take notice of the matter. So 
far aa the CoLONisr'a obeervationa in re- 
gard to Hon, D. W, Higgins are con- 
cerned, we do not think that gentleman 
will thank the Times for its defence.

strictly For several months paat railroads in 
tiie Northwestern States have in their 
Klondike literature endeavoiol to im- 
preaa upon prospective gold-hunters the 
fact. that they could outfit more advan- 
tageously in San Francisco, Seattle or 
Tacoma than in any Canadian Coast 
city. One of the chief arguments used 
was that tho Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany of San Francisco purchased most of 
the imraenao supplies uaed in the North- 
ern trade in Seattle. If a wealthy cor- 
poration, the circulars stated, could buy 
cheaper in American cities the indivi- 
dual buyer could do likewise. 

This argument will from now on be a 
dead letter, for yesterday the company 
in question placed orders, subject to re- 
peals, with Victoria merchants aggre- 
gating in value about $200,000. 

In recent years the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company have left considerable 
money with the merchants of thia city, 
finding it greatly to their advantage to 
buy certain lines here. However, it 
appears whenever they could, the com- 
pany, which is purely an Am- 
erican concern, placed their orders 
in cities on the other aide. Mr. A. 
Garatle, the buyer of the company, has 
been in the city for four daya, placing 
ordera. The fact that these will run up 
to the hundreds of thousands, tells more 
emphatically than anything he could 
say relative to Victoria's advantages as 
a parcbaaing point for the North. Mr. 
Garstle did say, however, that the com- 
petition in the North was keener now 
than in years gone, by, and that the 
company were compelled to buy in the 
cheapest market in order to meet the 
changed conditions. The company's 
purchase' here this year amounted to 
nearly .$170,000 more than in former 
yeara, and the northwestern railroads 
will now have to annul the literature 
containing their chief argument and 
adopt something; which can be snbstan- 
tiated by a few facts. 

The largest order placed by the com- 
pany here waa with the Brackman & 
Ker Milling Co. The big concern will 
take all their supplies of rolled oata, 
cornmeal etc, from this firm, although 
they were quoted lower prices for in- 
ferior goods across the border. The rest 
of the orders for groceriea etc. were 
placed with Measre. Simon IiBiser, B. P. 
Rithet &, Go. Ltd., Hudaoa Bay Co., 
Weiler Bros, and a number of other 
firms. 

Several large lines of dry gooda will be 
purchased by the company in Eastern 
Canada. The goods ordered by the com- 
pany in Victoria, which incliide a large 
Bupplv of drags, are to be delivered May 
Land they are to ba sent through by 
way of St. Michael's. 

Still another party of proBpective 
miners from Southern California ar- 
rived in the city j'eaterday for the pur- 
pose of outfitting. The party la staying 
at the Wilson house, and is composed of 
the following: J. M. Quails, John Al- 
bert, Fred. Vonderlohe, Louis ftudolphe, 
and Otto Linsembangb. After looking 
thoroughly into the pricea of minera' 
supplies In Los Angeles, Sacramento and 
Seattle, the members of the party aay 
they can save from 45 to 50 per cent., 
including the duty, by outfitting in Vic- 
toria, 

Mr. Qualle. one of the party, said to a 
Colonist rei)reBontative last night: 
"Your uierchanta can outfit iia cheaper 
and better than any of tho cities on the 
other side at which wo have stayed over 
on oar journey up. Even if we leave 
the duty out of the question, we esti- 
mate that we are at least saving 20 per 
cent, on the dry goods we are packing in 
with ua. When our party is complete 
there will be seven of us, and as wo are 
each taking in Bupplies sutBcieut to laat 
us a year and a half, yon can see that it 
paid US to look around before purchas- 
ing. Wo found that I^oa Angelea and 
Sacramento were aimply outof the ques- 
tion ; but Seattle waa not had. How- 
ever, wo obtained some of the jirico lists 
sent out by your merchants in the latter 
city and were not long in deciding where 
to outfit. Almost everything we need is 
cheaper liere than in Seattle. Wliy, one 
of our party bought a rifle for .$10 in 
Seattle and paid .$1.15 duty on it 
when he came acroaa the border. 
In our trip around .Victoria to-day 
we find that tlie aaiiie rifle sella here 
for $15. In the matter of clothing and 
blankets Seattle cannot compete with 
you, The mercbanta over there asked 
us $10 and $12 fo^ Mackinaw suits which 
we can buy here' for $7.50, and then 
there is the duty to be •coDBidered. All 
of the party wrote to friends to-day ad- 
vising them to come to Victoria to out- 
fit, when they come North." Mr. Qualla 
and ])arty will go to the Northern coun- 
try by way of Edmonton, N.W.T. They 
are practical men and nearly all have 
bad experience in mining.

A party of prospective minera from the 
Cripple Greek diatrict, Colorado, arrived 
in tho city on Monday en route to the 
northern gold fields, and the niembera, 
five in number, are staying at tho Occi- 
dental. Nearly all of the party ore ex- 
perienced miners, but there is also a pro- 
fessional man in the party, Dr. S. P. 
Green. ' The latter informed the Colon- 
ist that before they decided to outfit in 



Victoria, they had visited both Seattle 
and Portland in order to look into pricea 
at those points. Their investigations re- 
sulted, as is the case of many Ameri- 
cans who have visited Victoria recently, 
in the decision to outfit completely here. 
Dr. Green said that if they could have 
outfitted advantageoualy in an American 
city they would probably have done so. 
Taking the duty into conaideration, 
however, they were saving conaiderable 
money by purchasing their supplies in 
thia city. The p.-^i t}' hails from Aspen, 
Col., and la comim^ed of C. II. Newell, 
H. II. Newell. I^'ni^ter I'owerB and Dr. S. 
P. Green. They will leave by tho 
Islander on February 1, and will go in 
by way of Skagway. Tney are packing 
eighteen months' provisions for each 
man. 

KOSSLAND AND TRAIL. 

The Soutbern Kootenay Towns on a Good 
Basis and Cheerful as to Ue 

Future. | 

_ Among yeatenlay'a arrivala was Wil- 
liam K. Ealing, who has been engaged 
in newspaper work in Wajhington and 
British Columbia for the paat ten yeara, 
and who is now here in the interest of 
the Roaaland Miner. He will, in all 
probability, remain during the session of 
parliament as the representative of sev- 
eral Kootenay papers. 

" Roasland ia on a more anbstantial 
business basis than at any time in its 
history," said Mr. Esling, " for the 
simple reason that the day of the wild- 
cat has paaaed, and the confidence thus 
inspired, has resulted in a number of 
large deals recently. There is plenty of 
capital ready and waiting for the pur- 
chase of anj' property of merit, and the 
con8e(|uence is that ddvelopment of 
numerous proapecta is in progreas. 
There is also a good market for stocka, 
and brokers are well satielied. 

" Much ia expected during the com- 
ing year of the Boundary country, in 
which, prospectors say, are to be found 
some of the richest and moat promising 
properties in British Columbia. Only 
the absence of transportation facilities 
has checked development, but with the 
building of the Oolumbia & Weatern the 
liveliest kind of activity will result. 

" While people have been busy selling 
Mr. Beinze's interests, that gentleman 
has been improving and enlarging hia 
plant at Trail. Modern methods and 
labor-saving machinery have reduced 
the number of employees, and, like 
many other camps. Trail haa sufl'ered 
also, as a result of the Klondike excite- 
ment. It is perhaps the largest town 
for its age in British Columbia, for, 
although only two years old, it has 000 
buildings and houaea to its credit, and 
has most complete water and electric 
systems. Colonel Topping, the father 
of Trail, expects great things of the pro- 
perties on Lookout mountain, and keeps 
a force of men at work with the fullest 
confidence that he will strike another 
Le Roi."

The toast Hat led with " The Queen 
and Membera of the Royal Family," 
proposed by the president and drunk to 
the BtraiuB of " God Save the Queen " 
with patriotic fervor. 

The Prasident of the United States 
proposed by Vice-President Smith, was 
responded to happily and with friendly, 
neighborly spirit by lion. Abraham 
Smith, U.S. consul, who thanked the 
guests cordially for ttje hearty manner in 
which the toast was received. Though 
divided by a boundary line, the people 
of the United States and of the British 
lOmpire belonged to thegreat Anglo-Saxon 
race and part of tliat great family that 
clominatea the world. In his speech he 
touubtd haijpily on the fact that this 
waa Burns 'anniversary. Burns the poet 
•who waa loved the world o'er. He re- 
tferred to the great prosperity that Britieh 
Columbia was enjoying, and expreased 
the pleasure he felt at, in this aus- 
picious year, holding the position of 
consul in Victoria. 

A recitation by Mr. James Bell pre- 
(^eded the next toast, propoHud by J. H. 
Falconer, "The Governor-General of 
Canada and the Lieutenant-Governor of 
British Columbia." 

Lieutenant-Governor jMcInnes, in re- 
sponding, regretted that His Kxceliency 
the Governor-General waa not present. 
Aa Lieutenant-Governor, iMr. Mc- 
Innes thanked the guests for the 
way the toast was rei.:eived. Sootchmeu 
were intensely loyal and true to their 
Queen and country. The world could 
not realize how much it owed to Scot- 
land. He would Bot expatiate on this, 
but he would say that to the great gallau- 
itry and courage of the Highland Scotch, 
Canada waa won to tlie British lOmpire 
on the Plains of Abraham. Speak- 
ing oi the present time, he was 
))roud that he was at this time 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Co- 
lumbia, and he proiiiiaod to do wiiat he 
could to forward that prosperity. Tlie 
lioUleu o{)portunity now heloro the 
province came but ouca in a life time, 
and the opportunity Blu)uld not be lost. 

Sir Henry Crease proposed the 
" Army, Navy and Volunteers," always 
one of" the moat popular. Himself a 
son of an old salt, he felt 
greatly pleased at the duty that devolved 
upon him. He coupled with the toast 
the namea of Hon. Ool. Baker aiid Lieut. 
Ool. Gregory. 

Hon. Ool. Baker in an eloquent spoeob 
recalled the scenes he had witnessed in 
the Crimea of the gallantry of the 
Highland Brigade. The recent 
charge at the Dargai heights 
and the brave pipor who played 
bis comrades on even as he sat wounded 
on the grouud. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Gregory responded 
for the militia, and though a good 
speaker sensibly contented himself with 
expressing hia tbanka. 

Mr. Rosa Monro sang a aong which 
the president announced was comiioeed 
by hia old achoolmaater. It wasentitled 
"Jetharl's Here," the guests joining in 
the choTUB, .the air being that of " Tlio 
Watch on the Rhine." 

Mr. Ian Ooltatt propospd " The Clergy 
:ind Medical Profession," the reply for 
1 be clergy bbing a very witty one from 
Llev. I^r. Campbell, who hoped the 
Mayor and aldermen present would not 
take offence at liis closing anecdote of a 
.Scotchman who prayed "Tlio Lord have 
luercv upon all fools and idiots and 
ertpecially on the town council ot Edin- 
burgh." 

Dr. Milne replied for tlie medical pro- 
•feasion, alluding in his remarks to the 
recent visit to Victoria among the mem- 
liprs of the British Aseociatiop of L'jrd 
iiiit'er, one of the Scotchmen who hod 
•nobly adorned the profeasion. 
> Dr. B. L. Fraeer, the oiolety'a phyt- 
doian, also brlefljr iretarhed thanks. 



Rev. Dr. Campbell proposed "The 
land we lalt and the laud we live in," 
and in doing so read the address to the 
Gordon Iligtilaiiders which he and Kev. 
Leslie Clay had prepared for the society. 
Thia excited great applause, and then 
Piper Anderson Struck up " The Cock o' 
,the North," the battle tune of the Gor- 
dons. 

Cliieftain McKay, of the Sir William 
Wallace Society, added to the enthusi- 
asm by reciting in splendid style " The 
Charge of Dargai Gap." 

"The Senate, the Dominion Parlia- 
ment and the Legielativo Assembly of 
Biicish Columbia" waa proposed by 
Dr. Milne, who briefly traced up the 
gro.vthof constitutional government in 
Canada, 

Senator Templeman replied for the 
Senate, It had once been the custom of 
certain newspapers of thia province to 
style the Senate a sort of old meri's 
home, but he v.'as there to disprove thio, 
as he neither cousidored himseli au old 
man nor a played-out politician. (Liuiirh- 
ter.) The j/iboral party, lie jikingly 
saiil wore retoriiiing tlio Sjnato as fate 
as tha other followa would lot tli(;iii and 
making the seniitorn all good Liberals. 
Heriou.ily Hpoakini;, however, there was 
no (luestion that il there was loss parti- 
zaubliip in the Senate it would make a 
most uijeful independent body. lu tho 
parliament at Ottawa and in tlie local 
legiahuuro Canada luul men who were 
doing their best for the couutry. 

Mr. Thomas Earlo, M.P,, in replying 
for the House of Oommcns, smilingly 
remarked that he waa glad Senator 
Templeman had at last found the Senate 
was a moat uaeful branch of the legis- 
latnie. Should the Liberals remain 
long enough in power the Coiiservativos 
would, no doubt, had the saino fault 
with the Senate that thu Liberalg did 
now. Ho liad found that taking them 
as a whole the Syniite and Commons 
tried to do tnsir duly. It was import- 
ant thia year to preen Britiah Columbia 
upon the attention of parliament, for 
there waa about to bo such an influx of 
population in British Columbia that it 
would require the promptest action on 
tho part of the Dominion parliament, 
and It would be his aim to press on the 
government tho neceasity of. opening up 
the Yukon so that Oanadiana might 
reap the grcateac bonedt from ita de- 
velopment. 

Premier Turner in reaponding for the 
provincial legislature paid n high com- 
jdimont to Scotch character, and gave 
several capital anecdotes of Scotch wit. 
Turning to the British Columbia hgia- 
laturo he said the legislature had come 
big work before thoiu thia session. They 
had a great country to legislate for 
this year, their greatest work being to 
carry out public works for the develop- 
ment of tho province. There was 
a small population and though 
the revenue was large for such 
a small number of people this was an 
immense country, and the legislature 
needed the courage of the Gordons at 
Dargai in the work before them. There 
waa the need of railwaya through the 
country, and the absolute need of roads 
and traila into every portion of the 
country that was reproductive, and what 
part of It was not likely to he reproduc- 
tive? Some of the portions of the pro- 
vince which had been most despised 
were likely to turn out tho best in the 
country. These great works had to be 
faced, and lie had every contidence 
that the legislature this year 
would give their aid to carry out great 
works for British Columbia. (.Applause.) 
He only wished he hal been a younger 
man so that he could live to see the re- 
sults that would follow, Ttirough de- 
pressed times he had stuck to the prov- 
ince through thick and thin, and now in 
the time of proaperity he truated that 
the worka he bad anggested would be 
well under way at tho next sesaiou, 
(Applause.) 

Mr. J. M, Kellie, M.P. P., in respond- 
ing to tho toast, spoke of the enormous 
increase of the mineral output of 
British Columbia. Ho was satisfied that 
in the districts up North they had a 
country that might rival Kootenay hh a 
mineral country, and ho would do his 
licbt in tho legislature to help open out 
that country, 

Major Mutter, M.P P., put in a word 
for the mineral reooarces of Vancouver 
island, and said that he would always 
do hia duty to the whole of the province, 
lad he did not believe there waa a man 
in tho houae who did not try to do bis 
duty,

A peti- 
tion was presented to the benchers a 
short time b|.;o, in which they were asked 
for the nuuleua of a library at liussland, 
and promised that if the library 
were established, not only would the 
resident membera contribute to it books 
and fiends, but would also see that a fire 
proof buildinf^ wi!re secured for the re- 
ception of the volumes, or else would iu- 
snro Ihem. A reply was received recent- 
ly informing the association that the 
benchers of the provincial society, who 
retire in April next, feel indieposod to 
take any action daring the remainder of 
their term of office. NelSon, whicli has 
a much emaller aasociation than this 
city, recently acquired a fine library. 

The abaft bouse at the Iron Maak has 
been destroyed by fire, believed to have 
originated in the stove, Charles Fon- 
day, who waa temporarily in charge of 
the hoist, stepped out for a moment on 
an errand, atui when he returned he 
found the interior of the shaft house in

Captain Jamea Porter, of the North- 
ern Pacific Bteaaiahip Braemar, from 
the Orient, which came in irom 
quarantine yesterday morning, liaa 
little news to give of the voyage. 
He experienced the usual January 
Btorma in crossing the Pacific, but bis 
good ship came throuEh all without the 
breakage of even a rope. The Braemar 
not long ago had her charter renewed 
for a year with the underHtanding that 
she would run between Oriental 
porta and Portland, but plans have 
since changed, the Olympla being placed 
on that route instead. It was Captain 
Porter's luck on hia last trip to Portland 
to make a handsome " pick-up " in the 
shape of a large eteamahip known as the 
St. Mary, of Liverpool, When ten hours 
out from Kobe he sighted this vessel 
firing distress signals. He immediately 
went to her assistance and found that 
the St. Mary had lost her propeller. The 
Braemer accordingly took the disabled 
vessel in tow and started back lor port. 
Bad weather was encountered on the 
trip and, the hawser parting, things 
looked serious for a time. Fortunately, 
however, both reached port without 
damage, and now Captain Porter is wait- 
ing to hear from London what amount 
of salvage he is entitled to. Captain 
I?orter brings no late advicea concerning 
the war scare in the Orient. Mr. Harry 
J. Metz, the only saloon paaaongor 
who arrived on the ateamor, is on 
hia way to San Francisco, thence 
to London. He says he is in the 
importing business in Yokohama and is 
now on a trip in the interest of hia 
firm. The Braemar brought 75 Asiatic 
passengers and of a 2,000-ton cargo land- 
ed 250 tons Chinese merchandise at the 
outer wharf. She left for the Sound last 
evening. Just before Bailing Mr. C. E 
Lockwood, formerly of the 11. M.S. Em^ 
press of India, joined her aa purser. 

QUEAT SUIl'S OF TJIK WORLD. 

Some interesting information on the 
ships which compose the White Star 
line, one of the biggest marine corpora- 
tions in the world, has been fnrniahed 
the Colonist by Mr. Geo. L. Courtney, 
the local C.P.K. "agent: In the Oceanic, 
which commenced running .in 1871, an 
improvement waa introduced by placing 
the saloon and first-class passenger quar- 
ters amidships, which was so universally 
approved that all the principal eteam- 
ahip lines of the world have since adopt- 
ed it. The Teutonic and Majestic were 
designed aa the firat twin screw mail 
and pasaenger steamships for the Atlan- 
tic service. The new Oceanic, now 
building by Meaars. Harland & Wolff 
for the White Star line, will also no 
doubt embody some new ideas. Thie 
vessel will be by several thousand tons 
larger than any other steamship either 
buut or building. She will be 704 feel 
m extreme length (13 feet longer than 
the Great Eastern), and her tonnage will 
exceed 17,000 tons. 

But remarkable aa may be the veesola 
above named, the sister ships Britannic 
and Germanic are probably the two 
most succesBful ships ever built. When 
the late Mr. W.H. Vanderbilt waa asked 
why he, poaaesBing euch great wealth, 
did not employ hia own steam vacht, lu 
replied that the Britannic and Germanic 
were good enough yaunib lur him, am 
very laiihiuUy uiil he act up to liis con- 
victions, lor until the year before hip 
death, in lSS-5, he reiinlarly crosst d onct- 
a year by the White Star hue and by iht- 
steamers Britannic or Germanic if he 
could arrange it. 

The Germanic has juat completed her 
250th round voyage to and from New 
York, and lier oOUiii passage across tiie 
Atlantic. This moans that she baa trav- 
elled a uiBtauco of -150 times 0,200 nanti- 
eal miles, or more than 1,750,000 statute 
miles without a renewal of engines or 
boilera, a perforraancedoubtlees without 
parallel in the history of steam naviga- 
tion. She has carried 57, -100 saloon pas- 
aengerp and 103,500 steerage pasaenBors ; 
under steam 114,000 hoars, and 100 800 
hours under weigh. She has conaumed 
51."!, 000 tone of coal, and her engines 
have made 3.50,000,000 revolutions.

Deputy Sheriff Siddall got back on the 
tug Czar at an early hour yesterday 
niorning from Sydney inlet, where he 
placed the steamer Commonwealth un- 
der seizure of the Admiralty C3urt in the 
salvage case brought by the C.P.N. Co. 
Capt. McKeil waa left in charge of the 
vessel.' There is a possibility tliat 
amicable arrangementa may be made by 
which the veesel will to-day bo brought 
to Victoria. 

KK.^IOVKS lUCdl.SO AND ,S.S.II,.S. 

It is probable that nothing will now 
be done towards removing the wrecked 
schooner Yesta from the rocks at Car- 
manah until j,he high tides come in June 
next. Capt. Laneley, her purchaser, 
returned from the scene of the wreck 
yesterday morning, . and reports that a 
big sea now breaks near where the 
Bchooner lies, making it almost impoa- 
sible for anything to bo done with her. 
He brought back on the atoatnor 
Thistle all the running rigging and aaila, 
but left chaina, anchors and such para- 
phernalia aboard to be used when the 
time is opportune for floating the vessel. 
Capt. Langley will now redumo command 
of the Lome, and will probably leave to- 
day for the Britiah steamship Oommdo- 
wealth, which it is understood is to 'be 
towed to this port for ropaira. 

MAIiINK NOTED. 

The freighting atoamer Oscar after re- 
ceiving an overhaul on Turpel'a ways 
left for Now Westminster yesterday 
morning with a load of dynamite. On 
her return she will croBa to Union for a 
load of coal.

Coirplaints ibout New Appointee 
JcVen Before the Accident to 
the " Cleyelwid." ' 

Report From the Government ARcut 
. WUich Falls to Locate the 
Trouble. ' 



The public works department of the 
Dominion government is suppoeed to 
maintain a wire to Alberni in working 
order. This wire was not in order upon 
the moat urgent occasion lately when 
the diatreseed crew of the Cleveland 
wished to send a message for relief, with 
which the purser bad to drive 
for fifty miles alongside this 
useless wire. The Colonist received 
information from a truatworthy source 
that the line waa up on the occasion in 
queation, but that through some care- 
leeanesa of those in charge—leaving a 
key open, it was alleged — measages could 
not be transmitted, and it was alleged 
that a change in the staff 
made to find a place for a Liberal 
and to oust a Conservative was responsi- 
ble for the ineflSciency. The public works 
department made a great flourish of the 
statement that an investigation into the 
matter was to take place. In due time 
the result of the so-called inveatigation 
was published — the allegation that the 
line did not work sometimes because 
atorma brought it down and Indiana 
ahoot, the iuHUlatora oil' the posts. This 
did not explain the Cleveland case, where 
the wire became workable without 
any repaira that the public have 
beard about; and now there is a second 
report on the aubjfcct, atill avoiding the 
caee in point. It sliowa, however, that 
the line has been handled in a very alip- 
ahod way, and that while the govern- 
ment agent transfers the blame to the 
agent at Alberni, he writes only upon 
hearsay evidence, and atatea that he has 
not been to Alberni to make any investi- 
gation there. This second report is told 
of in the following despatch: 

Ottawa, Jan. 17. — Wm. Henderson, 
the resident agent ot the public works 
department at Victoria, B. 0., baa made 
a report to Superintendent!). H. Keely, 
of the government telegraph Ber\ ice at 
Parkaville, between .Alberni and Na- 
naimo, regarding which aome very erron- 
eoua and recklesa etatementa have been 
made since Mrs. George Williams be- 
came operator at that point. 

" By complaints made during the early 
part of the month," saya Mr. Henderson 
in hia report, which ia dated December 
2S, 1897, " I waa afraid that Mrs. Wil- 
liams was not competent to perform the 
duties of the ollioe, and wrote Mr. Wil- 
liams, her husband, on the 4th of the 
month. 

" Since I visited the Parkaville office 
on the 22nd, along with a thoroughly 
competent lelt graph operator, and had 
him make an examination as to her 
ability aa an operator, I now believe 
there was a disposition on the part of 
the agent at Nanaimo dnd the agent at 
.^Ibernrthat she.piight resien the posi- 
tion. 

'■ When Mr. Archibald wrote me on 
the let and 2nd there was not time to 
know whether Mrs. Williams could man- 
age the oUice or not. On the lat instant, 
Mr. George Williama, lineman, had to 
string about three-quarters of a mile ol 
wire from the junction to hia residence, 
take the wire inside and connect the 
battery jars and his instruments, in the 
meantime arranging the line that Na- 
naimo conld work with Alberni and 
Union. It was the 3rd instant before 
everything in Mr. Williams' house was 
ready for worlr, 

"Mr. McMillan, the former lineman, 
litconnected everything Ir. m hia LuuB^ 
the day pievious to the date at which 
.Mr. Williams slu.uld take pobseeeion, 
throwing the iufatrumente, etc., into a 
box, loosening portions thereby, and 
causing much time to be taken iii put- 
ting them together fit for work. 

"Mr. Archibald atates that on the 2nd 
inat., about 8 e'clock in the evening, he 
spent half an hour trying to send a short 
message. The office was not then in a 
condition to receive or transmit mee- 
sages. 

" When the message ' referred to was 
for Alberni, it seems strange that be did 
not communicate direct with that office 
instead of sending the buBineea by mail 
to rarksviUo office, with the request tiiat 
Mra. Williama transmit it by wire, 
which she did. 

" The telegraph agent at Wellington, 
Mr. Porter, has not made a complaint, 
neither has ha said that he experienced 
any difliculty in working with the Parka- 
ville ofiico, since the lat inet. 

"I herewith enclose atatements of Mr. 
Willii\ms, lineman, Parkaville, as to tlio 
condition of the tine over which he has 
charge, also the report of Mr. Kinnarnv, 
the telegraph operator whom I had with 
me at Parkaville. 

"By those atatementfl it appeara to 
mo that the operator at Alberni was the 
cause of a good deal of trouble. 

•' When at Parksville 1 found the line 
all over in perfect working order. Had 
it not been so I would liavo gone on to 
Alberni, but under the circiimetancee I 
did not consider it neceasiiry, I aleo 
herewith enclose yon a newspaper article 
clipped from tlio Victoria Colonist of 
the 23rd inst., containing an account of 
the supposed dilBcultiea on the line, and 
I would only say that tne statomenta 
coiVained therein are entirely incorrect 
and njisleading, and I deem it beat to 
forward the clippinga to you. 

' "(Signed) Wm. Henduueon.' 

Mr. Wm. Kinnarny, in his report to 
Mr. Henderson, says he found every- 
thing at the ' Parksville oflice in good 
working order. The 'diflicultv on the 
date apoken of, in his o]nnion, existed 
in the Alberni ofllce. 

" I would recommend," says Mr. Kin- 
narny, "an examination of that office 
and its connections." He testifies to the 
competency ,of Mra. Williama. 

iMr. George Williama makes the fol- 
lowing atatement : "I arrived at Parka- 
ville and went to McMillan's (McMillan 
wat) the discharged operator) house, and 
saw he had cut the wi<-eB from the house 
and left them lying on the ground dis- 
connected. Pointing to a box outside 
the house he told me there were the in- 
struments and batteries, and to take 
them away very ■'quickly or else T could 
not get.!thiBmy,for,; a' week. I immedi- 
ately connected wires between Nanai- 
mo und Union; and started to work on 
the Alberni line, rnnning wires down 



to my house, which is about three- 
quarters of a, ■niile'i distant; had wire 
lixed to "my .house; on December 
2 ; had instruments working after 
a lot of difficulty on December 3; 
line worked O K until December 0; 
went down on the 7th ; fixed two breaks ; 
atarted out and went to end of Cameron 
lake to find trouble; found none, and 
returned on the 8th. I sent a man over 
the line, and ho reported it in good 
order. Ho went tllTee milea on this side 
of Alberni and found no trouble. On 
the Oth the Comox line went down south 
of Parksville. I mended four broaka, 
put wire cn six poles, and had it in 
working order at 3 p.m. on the game 
day. Haalam came here and told me 
the lino waa in the mud on the 10th. I 
went over my line and found it in good 
workinK order, aa I left it after fixing it 
on the 7th. On the 11th I did not go 
over it, but it waa still open. On the 
13th I went over my section again, and 
found it in good working order. On the 
14th I took a 'man with me and went as 
far as Cameron lake, and proceeded on 
to Alberni next morning, the 15th ; 
found no trouble; arrived at the tele- 
graph office about 11 a.m., when Mr. 
Haalam aaid that the line had been 
working for about an liour, but it had 
gone open again ; he said he would try a 
couple more batteries ; he reached under 
the counter and started to work with the 
wires and we immediately heard Parka- 
ville calling. 

" I may mention that in going over 
the line from Parksville to Alberni, I 
feeted the line both ways every two 
miles. I found the current every time 
towards Parkaville, but no current to- 
wards Alberni ; the last test was made 
within two miles of Alborbi, about 10 
o'clock on the morning we reached 
there. 

" 1 have forgotten to mention that on 
the 10th, while returning to Parksville, 
I met Mr. Haalam on his way to Al- 
berni. He naked if I found any trouble. 
I told him ' No,' and asked him where 
line was down in the mud. Ho answered 
' Line looked as if' in the mud.' I told 
him I had been over my whole beat and 
found no trouble of any kind. He aaid 
' Perhapa it is my end that is down.' 
There has been no trouble since the 
15th." 

A letter from H. S. Law, grocer, Al- 
berni, is in the correspondence. He 
seems to have no difficulty in pointing 
out that the delay to a message of hiu 
" seemed to point to incompetence or 
culpable neglicence on the part of those 
at Parkaville." 

Sydney Aspland, Alberni, writes toC. 
H. Haalam, the agent there, that he in 
"expecting important cablegrams and 
have aleo messages to Bend forward, and 
it seemed a moat extraordinary and dis- 
graceful state of atTairs that the messages 
coiild not be got through when tte line 
seemed to be all in order." 

W. F. Archibald writes that he was 
afraid there waa trouble in the batteries 
at Alberni or Parkaville. From the 
correspondence it now appears that the 
trouble was in the Alberni office, yet the 
comolaining public were all round Mr. 
Haalam. 

Mr. Keely, in a note to Ihe minister, 
Bays : " It appears from this file of letters 
that our f' rmer lineman at Parksville 
acted in a very reprehensible manner at 
the time of the removal of that office." 
He also says that the trouble seemed to 
have been in the battery of Alberni. 
Mr. Henderson has been asked for a re- 
port from Mr. Haslam,
